THE WAR CLOUD AND 
JAPANESE FINANCE, 
a 

The disquicting ‘news contained in. the 
Reuter telegrams published in ‘our columns 
to-day, to the effect that yet more reinforce- 
ments are being sent out by Russia to her Far 
Eastern-fleet, and that. Lloyd’s has doubled 
insurance rates, does not tend to increase 
the small hope that remains of a peaceful 
solution to the present critical situation. At 
this stage of events, when all the chances 
scem to indicate that Japan will shortly be 


engaged in, what pramises tu be, the biggest. 


war in the history of that nation, it is of the 
Greatest interest to exatnine the effects 
Which the crisis is having on the position, in 
the financial market, of Japanese securities 
and on the ‘trade. of “that country. 


Within the last few weeks there have occurred 


several “slumps” in Japanese Government 
bonds on the London market, but these 
depreciations are not alarming, and the 
following explanations from the Ang/o- 
Japanese Gazelle. admirably describe the’ 
causes of these fluctuations, Although the 
“scare”? was a feature of the latter.part of 
July, it is well to remember that the dectine 
in Japan: securities, began fully a month 
earlier. On June 24th Japanese Four-per- 
cent Sterling Bonds were “made up” on 
the London Stock Exchange at 898, which 
was within 3 of the highest price at which 
business was done during rgo2, and higher 
than in any other year since the bonds 
were issued four years before. In June, 
therefore, the high-water mark of Japanese 
credit had very nearly been reached. 
During the last week in June and the first 
weck in July there was persistent selling, 
and the vague rumours which always pre- 
cede international trouble. The quotation 
of the bonds gradually fell away as the 
sellers. predominated, and on July 8th they 
were made up at 86g,'a fall in the. fortnight 
of 24. ‘The adverse movement was not 
much felt until the third week in July, when 
the papers announced that Japan was be- 
coming very impatient in regard to Russian 
action, and that complications were in sight. 
A report of this kind inevitably sent prices 
down heavily, and on July 27th the Four- 
per-cents. were made up at 824. At about 
this stage the long-sighted #énes began 
‘to doubt if war was so very imminent 
after all, and more than one house with 


connections in the Far East began to buy. 


For it was plain that if theré was no‘ war a 
good four-per-cent, gold bond was going ‘un- 
commonly cheap. Since then the more sober 


‘| views have prevailed, buying has become 


stronger, and the movement has been almost 
exclusively upward, . On- August xzth the

Observatory, which bas just been forwarded to 
Washington, through the Executive Bureau of 
the Insular Government, is an attractive docu- 
ment, says the Catlenews, Although the 
meteorological service of the Philippine 
Islands is probably the oldest established in 
‘the'extreme East, no full and comprehensive 
report of its operations has been available for 
public reference until that of its director, Rev, 
Fr, José Algue, S. J., for 1901-2 was published 
in two parts, including a report of the Secre’ary 
ofthe Weather Bureau on the establishment 
‘of the service, ~its development ‘under the 
Spanish ‘Government ang. its reorganization 
under the present régintes, and covering a 


‘period from 1863 to 1902,"inclusive. This re- 


port.was but recently completed and forwarded 
to the Bureau of Insular A ffairs, War Depart-’ 
ment, 

' To the Jesuit Order belonus the credit of 
having. first recognized the importance of 
meteorological abservation to the commercial 
and agricultural interests of the islanders and, 
their neighbours, Under the enthusiastic direc- 
tion of Fr. Federico Fay ina, the justly famed 
‘Manila observatory was stalled i in 3865 with 
the necessary instrumepts for its important 
work, The story of the increase of the facili ies 
of the observatory and of its valuable i.stru- 
ments added from time to time; is one to be 
read with isterest and the results obtained 
stand as a monument to the tireless energy of | 
the savants who have directed the ins itution. 

“The usefulness of its ‘workings began -to be 
felt and appreciated in i879 ° when the ob- 
servatory began a ‘seites~of wonderfully cor- 
vect prognostications on ‘the probable’ traject- 
ory of typhoons,. These, then novel predic- 
tions, attracted “considerable attention to jhe 
observatory and from that time it his enjoyed 
an enviablereputation in the scientific world. 
The warnings ‘sent out have been of benefit 
‘not-only to the people” of tha: Philippines but 
have a recognized value to the inhabitants’ of 
adjacent countries similarly - subject . to. the” 
ravages. of.’ these ‘terrific. ‘storm conditions.

“Manila on the west coast of Luzon shows a 
monthly mean temperature varying from 77 
degrees in Janiary to 83 degrees in May.
